Major Sermon, who has been 
in service with the American ex­ 
peditionary forces the past twelve 
months, having left Sedalia the lat­ 
in* part of August, 1917; 
Juno 15.—Afi er a most strenuous 
week I have at last an opportunity 
of writing a few lines, although I 
i hardly know what to write about, 
as there is nothing new to tell you 
except as regards to the various 
things I can not write about. 
Be­ 
lieve me, though, if I could open up 
and give you the story of the last 
few days of my life here it w oil bl 
surely open up 
your 
eyes. 
The 
great fighting now going on keeps 
us all on the jump and the activi­ 
ties extend ail down I he line. My 
part is particularly lively, as it is 
up to me to get food and other ne­ 
cessities 
to the right place at 
the right time—and there must be 
no failure and no mistake. 
Thus 
far I have come through all right 
and am mightily pleased with what 
has been dom1, but the thing is 
not over yet and I am still kept 
“humping.” 
Of course you know 
from the papers what 
tile 
boys 
have been doing and how gloriously 
they have been 
behaving 
under 
fire. 
I am prouder of being an 
American than I ever was before 
and feel in my heart that when 
we get iii right we will end the 
struggle in short order. 
But it is 
so hard and takes so long to get 
ready. Some idea of the job can be 
gathered from the article that I 
am enclosing, copied from the Paris 
edition of tie* New York Herald. 
It follows:
